Parents, board 
struggle to solve 
school crowding

Boundary shifts ahead 
as schools continue to 
exceed student limits

Erin Sturgeon said the best out¬ 
come parents can expect from 
the public school board’s plan 
to sort out the district utiliza¬ 
tion concerns is one that causes 
the least amount of disruption 
to students’ learning. 

“The general consensus is 
no one is going to be happy,” 
said Sturgeon, a mother of two 
and chair for A. Blair McPher¬ 
son’s parent council. 

As one of the schools cur¬ 
rently under review for cap¬ 
acity issues, the K-9 school in 
southeast Edmonton has 1,080 


students — that’s 30 over cap¬ 
acity — and there are more 
than 750 children under the 
age of four living in the sur¬ 
rounding neighbourhoods. 

“Even us who live within 
the borders, we aren’t worried 
about where our kids are go¬ 
ing, but we are worried about 
where our kids’ friends are go¬ 
ing,” noted Sturgeon, who lives 
across the street from ABM. 

Discussions took place Tues¬ 
day night between the school 
board and parents to gamer 
feedback on possible solutions 
to the school’s capacity issue. 

Like the meeting held at 
A. Blair McPherson, EPSB has 
been speaking with parents 
from 11 other schools suffering 
from the same capacity issues. 

“The parents understand 
something has to be done,” said 
Lome Parker, managing direc¬ 
tor for EPSB, about the talks. 

“We have double the num¬ 


ber of students wanting to ac¬ 
cess our schools than we have 
space available, that means 
someone has to be transported 
out of the community,” he 
added. 

For students at A. Blair Mc¬ 
Pherson, the school board has 
already closed boundaries in 
order to restrict the number 
of new students coming to the 
school. 

Parents are now waiting for 
a decision on whether the K-9 
configuration will be kept and 
if current students who live 
outside the boundaries will be 
grandfathered. 

“I am always nervous to lose 
students,” said A. Blair McPher¬ 
son principal Kathy Goudreau. 
“Once they walk in our doors 
and we register them, they be¬ 
come ours.” 

A decision on the school’s 
fate is expected from EPSB by 
mid-February.

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Screening 
foul-up. Judge 
scolds teen 
who took pipe 
bomb to El A 

Skylar Murphy admitted in 
court that he put together a 
pipe bomb with a friend last 
year and planned to blow up 
a shed in rural Alberta for fun, 
but forgot the explosive in his 
bag until he was in line at the 
Edmonton airport. 

Screening staff found the 
device but — in an admitted 
foul-up — didn’t immediately 
call RCMP and allowed the 
18-year-old passenger to board 
a plane to Mexico with his 
family for a holiday 

While recent news of the 
incident has sparked calls for 
changes to Canada’s airport 
security system, the judge who 
handled the case had her own 
stem words for Murphy 

“If the authorities had 
missed that pipe bomb and 
you had gone in Mexico, 
through a screening device, 
you would not even get a trial,” 
said provincial court Judge 
Marilyn White in a court hear¬ 
ing last month. A transcript 
of the hearing was released 
Thursday. 

“You would be in a Mexican 
jail. And your grandfather and 
your family would be visiting 
you in that jail. And you would 
probably be learning Spanish 
by now, if you survived. 

“I doubt you would have 
survived.” 

Edmonton MP Laurie Hawn, 
who sits on the Canada-U.S. 
Permanent Joint Board on 
Defence, said he was flabber¬ 
gasted by “such abject failure 
of common sense.” 

He believes the workers in¬ 
volved should have been fired 
and he wants to see the Can¬ 
adian Air Transport Security 
Authority review eveiything, 
including recruitment, train¬ 
ing, supervision and salaries.

Dan Peter had a feeling he 
was going to get fired. 

The Spmce Grove man 
and school bus driver said 
after weeks of complaining to 
both his employer and Park¬ 
land County about the strong 
smell of exhaust in his bus, 
he had grown frustrated with 
the lack of action.

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Medical marijuana users forced 
to dismantle home grow-ops 



New rules. Changes 
coming March 31 will 
prohibit home grows

William Carlson isn’t ready 
to take down the grow room 
that has legally provided him 
with marijuana for more than 
a year to deal with crippling 
back pain. 

“I’m not going to take 
down my grow room. If I have 
to I will grow ffickin’ tomatoes 
in there, I will,” he said in the 
now empty room Thursday. 

Until recently, Carlson 
grew marijuana inside the 
closet-sized space to deal with 
his back pain. A welder, he 
was first injured in 2000 in 
a jobsite mishap and tried a 
variety of pain medications 
before being prescribed mari¬ 
juana. 

“After 12 years of being just 
poisoned with eveiy drug you 
can imagine, my doctor said 
this isn’t working, let’s try 
cannabis,” he said. 

Carlson said once he was 


prescribed the hard part was 
telling his teenage children 
that he was going to start tak¬ 
ing marijuana. 

“It took me a week to get 
the nerve up to actually do 
it,” he said. “I was sick to my 
stomach for a week thinking 
about it.” 

New federal laws set to 
come into place on March 
31 will prohibit people from 
growing marijuana for them¬ 
selves, forcing them to go 
through newly licensed com¬ 
mercial growers. Carlson said 
he suspect some home grow¬ 
ers won’t observe the new 
regulations. 

He said he grows mari¬ 
juana for about $1.50 a gram 
now and expects he could 
pay as much as $25 per gram 
through the new service. 

“I use 12 grams everyday,” 
he said. “It’s going to be like 
$300 a day. How is anyone go¬ 
ing to afford that?” 

Carlson said he suspects 
this is all in an effort to make 
it impossible for people to use 
medical marijuana. 

“They are going to make 
it so hard for you that people 
will just go back on the pills 
and stuff,” he said. 



City unveils new vehicle to catch illegal parkers 


Drivers lingering in Edmon¬ 
ton’s timed parking zones 
will have a new piece of city 
technology encouraging 
them to move along. 

The city unveiled a new 
vehicle that will patrol the 
city’s timed parking zones, 
where drivers can park only 
for a set number of hours. 

The vehicle is outfit¬ 
ted with four cameras that 
register a vehicle’s licence 
plate and location and then 
can track if the vehicle has 
moved when it makes a 
second pass. On the second

pass, the vehicle will alert 
the enforcement officer 
when a vehicle has been 
parked for too long. 

Erin Blain, the city park¬ 
ing enforcement co-ordin¬ 


ator, said the city is hoping 
that this will take away 
some of the disputes over 
parking in timed zones that 
currently exist. 

“ft will be much more 
difficult for people to say 
that they had moved their 
vehicle,” she said. 

Currently, officers patrol 
areas and mark tires with 
white chalk and then look 
for the chalk marks when 
time has expired. 

Blain said in addition to 
being much more efficient, 
they are hoping to prevent 


people who might just be 
wiping the chalk away. 

“ft happens and yes, we 
are hoping those days are 
over,” she said. 

Blain said she thinks 
most people will welcome 
the new system because it 
means more parking will 
be available in high-traffic 
areas. 

“I think Edmontonians 
will be in favour of this, 
because they see every day 
that vehicles overstay their 
welcome,” she said.

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Animal cruelty. Cat found 
dead, muzzled in same 
manner as starved husky 


Animal-cruelty investigators 
are awaiting tests to confirm 
a cat found dead in a south¬ 
east Calgaiy alley Thursday 
was starved to death in what 
could be the second such gris¬ 
ly discovery in a week. 

The feline was found in 
an alley in southeast Calgaiy, 
just 10 metres from where 
a young female husky was 
found starved to death Jan. 9. 

Both animals had tape 
around their snouts, accord¬ 
ing to Calgaiy Humane So¬ 
ciety spokesperson Christy 
Thompson. 

“It being muzzled would 
have obviously not allowed 
it to have any drink or food,” 
she said of the deceased cat. 

Earlier in the day, society 
investigators went public 



with a plea for public assist¬ 
ance as they attempted to 
track down the owner of the 
husky. 

Shock over the initial dis¬ 
covery prompted local group 
Vets To Go to announce a 
$5,000 reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to a conviction.

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Pothole season: Redux 


Residential blading 
coming Monday.

Before winter has even left 
us, the City of Edmonton is 
already starting to see the re¬ 
turn of pothole season. 

Bob Dunford, the city’s 
director of roadway main¬ 


tenance, said that with the 
amount of snow the city has 
seen this winter, he expects 
another big season for rutted 
roads. 

“It’s going to be another 
fairly heavy season for pot¬ 
holes but it could have been 
a lot worse if council had not 
invested the additional mon¬ 
ies it did last year,” he said. 

Last year, the city filled 
close to 700,000 potholes 
after a particularly trouble¬ 
some season. Councillors in¬ 
vested millions of extra dol¬ 
lars into road repair to help 
improve conditions for this

year. 

Dunford said the current 
string of warm temperatures 
is problematic, which is why 
pothole crews are already 
working. 

“Right now it’s freezing 
overnight and thawing dur¬ 


ing the day, so it’s a continual 
cycle — and that’s when it’s 
damaging,” he said. 

Dunford also announced 
the city will start a neigh¬ 
bourhood blading cycle on 
Monday and said the city is 
already looking for trouble 
spots. 

“We’re out looking for 
them; we’re not just waiting 
for them to be called in,” he 
said. 

The city has also closed its 
snow storage site because of 
the warm weather, and Dun¬ 
ford said he hopes to see that 
re-open on Monday as well.

Urban Farm expands 
one patch at a time 



Pro-tip: The next time airport 
security won’t let you past the 
visitors area with your double¬ 
double, just tell them it’s a 
pipe bomb. Not only will they 
let you through, but apparent¬ 
ly they’ll let you hold onto it.

room. 

I know, these white privil¬ 
ege arguments suck, but let’s 
look at a few case studies of 
other Canadian passengers 
who have rightfully and 
wrongfully made international 
news lately. 

Last October, an Iranian- 
born Montreal man was 
accused of hying to lug 
bomb-making materials onto

an airplane. He was likewise 
charged with possession of an 
explosive substance, as well 
as attempting to transport 
said substance on an airplane, 
mischief and attempting to 
endanger the aircraft. That last 
charge alone carries a max¬ 
imum 14-year sentence.

Local food. Students 
setting up urban 
garden business 


Piece by tiny piece two Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta students 
are looking to reclaim urban 
land for food and create a 
small farm of their own. 

Cathryn Sprague and Ryan 
Mason, two Masters’ students 
studying environmental soci¬ 
ology, are behind the Reclaim 


Urban Farm, which aims to 
take small pieces of under¬ 
used land and repurpose it 
for growing food. 

So far the pair have signed 
up eight plots that will grow 
fresh greens and other vege¬ 
tables this year and in return 
the landowner will receive a 
weekly box of whatever is in 
season, while the rest of the 
produce will be sold at farm¬ 
ers markets and to local res¬ 
taurants. 

“It works really well for 
seniors and young families 
who don’t have time to gar¬ 
den,” said Sprague. 

Mason said he sees the

project as part business, but 
also part community project. 

“I have been describing 
it as a social enterprise. It’s 
a business with social and 
environmental goals, built 
into the philosophy and the 
constitution of the business,” 
he said. 

Operating a disjointed 


farm like this will be chal¬ 
lenging, the pair admits, but 
they also see an upside. 

“Say one site gets hit by 
hail, the other sites prob¬ 
ably aren’t hit as badly,” says 
Sprague. 

The St. John’s institute 
is loaning some of their 
space for the project. The 
institute’s executive direc¬ 
tor Suzanna Brytan said she 
can’t wait to have the garden 
planted. 

“I love the impact it will 
make on this community to 
have something that is found 
nowhere else in this com¬ 
munity,” she said.

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‘ Amazing tool EPS plans 
to transition more Segways 
smoothly onto city streets 


Edmonton police say Segway 
usage in the city has been so 
successful, they are looking to 
add more to city streets. 

Costing about $7,600 per 
machine, Edmonton police 
say they plan to add four more 
machines for officers in the 
future. 

“It’s an amazing tool that at 
first you might not realize its 
potential until you get on it,” 
said Sgt. Phillip Cutting. 

Forty officers in five div¬ 
isions have already been 
trained to use the Segways, 
costing about $100 per officer. 

It costs about one penny to 
operate them and they can last 
five hours on one charge, mak¬ 
ing them efficient modes of 
transportation for city officers, 
according to EPS officials. 

“I’ve yet to have a police 
car beat me to a call,” said Sgt. 
Maurice Brodeur, who is part 
of the Whyte Avenue police 
beat with EPS. “This thing is 
phenomenal. I can go any-

where with this thing.” 

EPS are hoping to add the 
machines to other parts of 
the city to help with policing 
efforts, adding other provin¬ 
cial policing divisions have in¬ 
quired about the machines.

Attempted muider Man 

wounded in shootout with

An Alberta man who was 
wounded in a shootout with 
RCMP faces 36 charges, includ¬ 
ing four counts of attempted 
murder. 

Michael Leslie Johnson of 
Vegreville is in custody pend¬ 
ing a Jan. 27 court hearing. 
RCMP say the 33-year-old 
continues to receive medical 
attention for injuries, which 
were earlier said to be gunshot 
wounds. 

On Jan. 7, five officers at a 
farm east of Edmonton near 
Tofield were investigating re¬ 


ports of a death threat and the 
theft of some firearms. They 
said they found a suspect hid¬ 
ing in a shed and a gunfight 
ensued. 

Police have said one offi¬ 
cer was grazed by a bullet and 
another Mountie was severely 
hurt when he was run over 
by a truck as the suspect at¬ 
tempted to flee. 

RCMP Sgt. Josee Valiquette 
said the attempted murder 
charges were laid because that 
is what the evidence supports.

For Grade 9 student and Ethi¬ 
opia native Tuji Qasim, uni¬ 
versity doesn’t seem far from 
his reach after this week at 
the University of Alberta. 

“If I make it here, I would 
like to study biochemical 


engineering. It’s something 
very interesting,” he said. 

Qasim was one of several 
students from St. Cather¬ 
ine School who visited the 
university as part of the 
U School program. 

The program allows so¬ 
cially vulnerable and rural 
students a chance to get a 
taste of post-secondaiy edu¬ 
cation life at a young age. 

“The main reason why 
we focus on those students 
is we find those students 
don’t have as high par¬ 
ticipation rates in post¬ 
secondary. We want these 
students to think about 
what happens after Grade 
12,” said Amissa Jablonslci, 


U School site assistant. 

Grade 4 to 9 students from 
across the city can visit the 
university and engage with 
staff while still following 
their school curriculum. St. 
Catherine students discussed 
social justice with university 
staff, and were also taught 
financial responsibility and 
encouraged to use bursaries 
and scholarships if and when 
they apply for post-second- 
ary education. 

“It just exposes the kids 
to a world that they prob¬ 
ably never in their wildest 
dreams thought they could 
attain,” said Joan Woodloclc, 
Grade 9 teacher.

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Indian police say gang- 
rape suspects identified 


Indian police said Thursday 
that they were closing in on 
five homeless men in the gang- 
rape of a 51-year-old Danish 
tourist in New Delhi, a case that 
highlights the plague of sexual 
violence in the countiy and 
threatens to tarnish its tourism 
industry. 

Three other suspects were 
earlier picked up and accused 
of taking part in Tuesday’s at¬ 
tack, which lasted nearly three 
hours and happened near Con¬ 
naught Place, a popular shop¬ 
ping area in the heart of New 
Delhi, police spokesman Rajan 
Bhagat said. 

“We have identified the 
culprits. All of them are vaga¬ 


bonds,” a police official said 

Tourism figures fell signifi¬ 
cantly in the three months fol¬ 
lowing the 2012 fatal gang-rape 
of a young Indian woman — a 
case that caused public outrage 
— with visits by women drop¬ 
ping 35 per cent, according 
to the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce and Industry of 
India. 

Police said the Danish tour¬ 
ist was raped at knifepoint 
Tuesday after she approached 
a group of men for directions 
back to her hotel. Instead of 
helping her, the men lured her 
to a secluded spot and raped 
her repeatedly, according to po¬ 
lice.

The men streaming in and 
out of a small clubhouse in 
east Amsterdam could almost 
be construction workers at 
the end of a hard day, crack¬ 
ing jokes as they down a few 
Heinelcens, waiting for their 
paycheques. But it’s only noon, 
the men are alcoholics and the 
beers are the paycheque. 

In a pilot project that has 
drawn attention in the Neth¬ 
erlands and around the world, 
the city has teamed up with a 
charity organization in hopes 
of improving the neighbour¬ 
hood and possibly improv¬ 
ing life for the alcoholics. Not 
by hying to get them to stop 
drinking, but instead by offer¬ 
ing to fund their habit outright. 

The men — two groups of 
10 — must show up at 9 a.m., 
three days a week. They start 
off with two beers, work a 
morning shift, eat lunch, get 
two more beers, and then do 
an afternoon shift before clos¬ 
ing out with their last beer. 
Sometimes there’s a bonus 
beer. Total daily pay package: 


The problem 


For years, around 50 rowdy, 
aging alcoholics had 
plagued a park in east Am¬ 
sterdam, annoying other 
park-goers with noise, litter 
and occasional harassment. 


• The city had tried many 
hard-handed solutions, 
spending 1 million euros 
(about $1.5 million) 
a year on prevention, 
treatment and policing 
programs to deal with 
the problem, but nobody 
was satisfied. 


19 euros (about $28), in beer, 
tobacco, a meal, and 10 euros 
cash. 

Gerrie Holterman, leader of 
the small non-profit Rainbow 
Group Foundation that runs 
the program, conceded there 
has only been one individual 
so far who has moved from 
the program to regular life. 
Numerous participants have 
found the rules too demand¬ 
ing and dropped out. But she 
said nuisance in the park has 
been reduced, neighbours are 
happy and there’s a waiting 
list of candidates who want to 
participate.

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U.S. hotels. Death spurs 
probe into 911 dialling 


A Texas grandfather’s initiative 
to allow hotel guests to dial 911 
without having to press 9 first 
— spurred by his granddaugh¬ 
ter’s inability to call for help 
when her mother was stabbed 
to death — has prompted a U.S. 
federal official to reach out to 
major hotels. 

The stoiy of Hank Hunt 
and his nine-year-old grand¬ 
daughter motivated Federal 
Communications Commission 
member Ajit Pai to send letters 
to 10 American hotel chains, 
asking whether guests dialling 
911 are directly connected to 
an emergency call centre or a 
hotel employee. The letters also 
ask for the number of hotels in 
which someone dialling just 
911 would not complete the 
call, and what plan the chain 
had to resolve that issue. 

The letter from Pai requests 
a response by Feb. 14, though 
hotels are not required to re¬ 
spond.

Prolonged execution 
for condemned killer 


Ohio. Untested drug 
combo takes more than 
15 minutes to do its job 
after lethal injection 


A condemned killer appeared 
to gasp several times and took 
more than 15 minutes to die 
Thursday as he was executed 
with a combination of drugs 
never before tried in the U.S. 


Dennis McGuire was still 
for almost five minutes, then 
emitted a loud snort, as if snor¬ 
ing, and continued to make 
that sound over the next sev¬ 
eral minutes. He opened and 
shut his mouth several times 
without making a sound as his 
stomach rose and fell. 

“Oh my God,” his daugh¬ 
ter, Amber McGuire, said as 
she observed her father’s final 
moments in Lucasville, Ohio. 
His adult children sobbed in a 


witness room as they watched 
him die. 

In tiying to stop his execu¬ 
tion, McGuire’s lawyers had 
argued that he was at substan¬ 
tial risk of a medical phenom¬ 
enon known as air hunger, 
which would cause him to ex¬ 
perience terror as he strains to 
catch his breath. 

McGuire, 53, was sen¬ 
tenced to die for the 1989 rape 
and fatal stabbing of a young 
pregnant woman, Joy Stewart. 


He acknowledged that he was 
responsible in a letter to Gov. 
John Kasich last month. 

The never-tried lethal in¬ 
jection method was adopted 
after the maker of the state’s 
previous drug put it off limits 
for capital punishment. 

Federal public defender 
Allen Bohnert called Mc¬ 
Guire’s death “a failed, agon¬ 
izing experiment by the state 
of Ohio.”

Supplies allowed to 
Syrian front lines 


Goodwill gesture? 

Government’s decision 
may be related to 
upcoming peace talks 


The Syrian government al¬ 
lowed supplies to enter two 
contested front-line areas 
near the capital, a relief of¬ 
ficial said Thursday. Activists 
said the death toll from two 
weeks of infighting in the 


north between rebel forces 
and an al-Qaida-linlced group 
climbed to more than 1,000 
people. 

The head of the Syrian 
Arab Red Crescent, Khaled 
Iriqsousi, told The Associated 
Press that enough supplies 
to feed 10,000 people for a 
month entered the Damascus 
suburbs of al-Ghezlaniya and 
jdaidet al-Shibani on Thurs- 
day. 

The government’s decision 
to permit the supplies to en¬ 


ter appeared to be a goodwill 
gesture on its part as well as 
an attempt to present itself as 
a responsible partner ahead 
of a peace conference sched¬ 
uled to open next week in 
Switzerland. It was not clear 
whether the move was part of 
an arrangement agreed to by 
Damascus and the main West¬ 
ern-backed opposition group, 
the Syrian National Coalition, 
to allow humanitarian aid 
into some bloclced-off areas.

U.S. Air Force cheating scandal 


In what may be the biggest 
such scandal in United States 
Air Force history, 34 officers 
entrusted with land-based 
nuclear missiles have been 
pulled off the job for alleged 
involvement in a cheating 
ring that officials say was un¬ 
covered during a drug probe. 

The 34 are suspected of 
cheating several months 
ago on a routine proficiency 
test that includes check¬ 


ing missile launch officers’ 
knowledge of how to handle 
an “emergency war order,” 
which is the term for the 
authorization required to 
launch a nuclear weapon. 

The cheating scandal is 
the latest in a series of Air 
Force nuclear stumbles docu¬ 
mented in recent months. 

In October, the general 
who commands the nuclear 
missile force was fired for 


engaging in embarrassing 
behaviour, including drunk¬ 
enness, while leading a U.S. 
delegation to a nuclear exer¬ 
cise in Russia. 

In May, an internal Air 
Force email was reported 
on, in which a missile oper¬ 
ations officer complained 
that his force was infested 
with “rot” — bad attitudes 
and disregard for discipline.

Trudeau admits $840 
in bad expense claims 


Administrative errors? 

Expenses were incurred 
while Liberal leader was 
working as paid public 
speaker; he says money 
has been fully repaid 


In the midst of the Senate ex¬ 
penses scandal, Justin Trudeau 
has fessed up to some expense 
claim transgressions of his 
own. 

The Liberal leader disclosed 
Thursday that he wrongly 
claimed $840 in MP travel and 
living expenses incurred while 
he was actually moonlighting 
as a paid public speaker. 

He called them administra¬ 
tive errors and said he fully re¬ 
paid the money as soon as he 
was made aware of the prob¬ 
lem. 

Conservative and NDP ri¬ 
vals pounced on the admis¬ 


sion, accusing Trudeau of 
being little better than the 
senators who are under RCMP 
investigation for making al¬ 
legedly fraudulent expense 
claims. 

But Trudeau insisted his 
public disclosure and swift 
action to remedy the mistake 
shows he’s setting a new stan¬ 
dard of transparency. 

“I am now explaining that 
to Canadians because one of 
the most important things 
about my approach in politics 
has been creating a level of ac¬ 
countability, of transparency, 
of openness, of honesty that 
means admitting when mis¬ 
takes were made, taking re¬ 
sponsibility for them and fix¬ 
ing them in an open manner 
that hopefully will continue 
to restore Canadians’ trust in 
our political system,” he said 
during an appearance with a 
provincial Liberal byelection 
candidate in Thornhill, Ont.

Assisted suicide. 

Proponents argue the 
law is outdated and 
society's view of the 
issue has changed 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
has agreed to review the coun- 
tiy’s assisted-suicide laws more 
than two decades after it re¬ 


jected doctor-assisted dying for 
people who are terminally ill. 

The high court announced 
Thursday it will hear an appeal 
in a case that briefly overturned 
the ban on assisted suicide and 
offered a B.C. woman a consti¬ 
tutional exemption to get help 
in ending her life. 

The B.C. Civil Liberties As¬ 
sociation, which has argued on 
behalf of several ill people who 
said they wanted to die with 


dignity, hailed the decision. 

In 2012, Justice Lynn Smith 
of the B.C. Supreme Court 
ruled the existing law was un¬ 
constitutional but delayed her 
ruling for a year to allow the 
federal government to rewrite 
the statute. 

Smith also granted Gloria 
Taylor an exemption that 
would have allowed her to seek 
an assisted death. Taylor was 
terminally ill with ALS, also

known as Lou Gehrig’s disease. 

The federal government ap¬ 
pealed the B.C. Supreme Court 
decision, and the B.C. Court of 


Appeal overturned the ruling 
last October, concluding that 
the 1993 case that upheld the 
law was binding and that the 


lower court didn’t have the abil¬ 
ity to overturn the decision. 

Taylor didn’t use the consti¬ 
tutional exemption. She died of 
an infection in October 2012. 

But the family of another 
woman, 89-year-old Kay Carter 
who went to Switzerland in 
Januaiy 2010 to end her life, is 
continuing the court fight with 
the help of the British Colum¬ 
bia Civil Liberties Association.

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Vatican grilled by UN on 
child sex-abuse scandal 


'The Holy See gets it’. 

Church’s former sex 
crimes prosecutor 
says there are ‘things 
that need to be done 
differently' 


The Vatican came under blis¬ 
tering criticism from a UN 
committee Thursday for its 
handling of the global priest 
sex-abuse scandal, facing its 
most intense public grilling 
to date over allegations that 
it protected pedophile priests 
at the expense of victims. 

The Vatican insisted it had 
little jurisdiction to sanction 
pedophile priests around the 
globe, saying it was for local 
law enforcement to do so. But 
officials conceded that more 
needs to be done and prom¬ 
ised to build on progress 
already made to become a 



model for others, given the 
scale of the problem and the 
role the Holy See plays in the 
international community. 


“The Holy See gets it,” 
Monsignor Charles Scicluna, 
the Vatican’s former sex 
crimes prosecutor, told the 


committee. “There are cer¬ 
tain things that need to be 
done differently.”

tee over the Holy See’s failure 
to abide by terms of the UN 
Convention on the Rights of

Live webcam 
child-abuse ring 
busted 

Child-abuse investigators 
in the U.S., Britain and 
Australia have dismantled 
an organized crime 
group that streamed live 
webcam footage of child 
sexual abuse from the 
Philippines for paying 
viewers around the world. 

An international 
investigation broke up 
the ring, which abused 
impoverished children 
as young as six, Britain’s 
National Crime Agency 
said. Authorities made 
29 arrests, including 11 
people in the Philippines 
who had facilitated the 
crime, including members 
of the children’s families. 

Police describe the use 
of webcams to stream live 
child abuse — especially 
from developing countries 
— as a “significant and 
emerging threat.” 

The investigation 
began in 2012 after a

The Soviets made space dog 
Lailca a national hero, and 
Americans have fallen for 
presidential pets from Check¬ 
ers to Bo. In Venezuela, a rare 
breed of shaggy sheepdog has 
come to symbolize the legacy 
of the late Hugo Chavez. 

Venezuela’s former

Chavez died last March, 
but interest in the dog surged 
after ally Argentine President 
Cristina Fernandez reappeared 
in public in November after 
surgeiy doting on a fluffy pup 
gifted by Chavez’s brother. 

The dog Simon, named 
after Bolivar, became a social- 
media sensation. This month, 
Chavez’s successor named a 
government campaign to res¬ 
cue street dogs in honour of 
the The Liberator’s best friend.

RE: Citizenship Changes Emphasize 
‘Speak White Ideology,’ Report 
Finds, published online January 16 

Having been through the citizenship 
process recently, I have to disagree 
with most of this think tank’s find¬ 
ings. 

The claim that applicants are 
tested on "economic self-sufficiency" 
is completely false. Moreover, bar¬ 
riers to citizenship are low, with only 
3.6 per cent of citizenship applicants 
ultimately rejected. The most com¬ 
mon reason for rejecting applicants 
is that they didn’t live in Canada for 


the required three years. 

The history section includes a lot 
about the waves of immigration that 
have shaped Canada, emphasizing 
the positive contribution of multi- 
culturalism, pluralism, diversity and 
mutual respect. The overwhelming 
majority of applicants in my test ses¬ 
sion were non-white, and that seems 
to be quite normal. 

The only reasonable point that 
the think tank makes relates to the 
processing delays. My application 
took 27 months, almost all of which 
involved my case file sitting in a 
pile waiting for someone to look 
at it.

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Pretty dry for a film spy

Jack Ryan: Shadow 
Recruit. Chris Pine and 
a dull dialogue sink this 
Jack Ryan installment 


Richard: Steve, Shadow Re¬ 
cruit is nothing fancy... and 
it’s also nothing Clancy. As 
the first of the Ryan movies 
not based on a Tom Clancy 
novel, it feels quite generic. 
There is the usual intrigue and 
a couple of tense scenes, but 
what the movie doesn’t have 
is the ear for dialogue of the 
other Ryan films. When you 
have a senior CIA agent mut¬ 
tering the line, “This is geo¬ 
politics, not couple’s therapy,” 
it’s hard to know whether this 
is a satire of spy films or just 
badly written. 


Steve: It certainly wasn’t in¬ 
spired writing, that’s for sure. 
I get the feeling the genesis of 
this film came straight from a 
money-angling producer who 
somehow decided reviving a 
12-year-old movie character 
like Jack Ryan would make 
better business sense than cre¬ 
ative endeavour. The problem 
is, even if you look at the pre¬ 
vious incarnations of the CIA 
operative — he’s pretty indis¬ 
tinct. He’s no James Bond. And 
vanilla Chris Pine doesn’t add 
much to that blandness. 

RC: True, but I really think that 
this is a case of a director with 
no affinity for the material. 
It’s almost as if the movie was 
pieced together by people who 
had seen a lot of spy movies, 
but didn’t really understand 
them. Add to that action scenes 


so frenetically edited it’s often 
hard to see who is punching 
who through the flashes of 
light on the screen. A little clar¬ 
ity in those sequences would 
have gone a long way to make 
up for the ridiculous dialogue 
and underdeveloped charac¬ 
ters. 

SG: Absolutely. I had a hard 
time making sense of the ac¬ 
tion sequences since they were 
filmed with shaky handheld 
cameras in what seemed to be 
extreme close-up. Perhaps film¬ 
maker Kenneth Branagh was 
focusing less on direction and 
more on playing the Russian 
antagonist in the film, which 
he does effectively enough in 
spite of the formulaic dialogue. 
Keira Knightly too, in the pretty 
unremarkable role of Ryan’s 
unwitting operative wife, is fine 


— although I’m not sure what 
her attraction to the part was. 

RC: Knightley was fine, but 
I thought Branagh played 
Cherevin with all the nuance 
of a Bond villain. He’s ruthless, 
flamboyantly accented and 
super smart. Smart enough to 
bring down the global econ¬ 
omy but not smart enough, ap¬ 
parently, to see through Chris 
Pine’s terrible drunk act near 
the climax of the film. 

Steve: True enough. And that 
probably exemplifies this film’s 
biggest flaw. As much as the ac¬ 
tion is set at the pace of an over- 
caffeinated ferret, this thriller is 
pretty much boilerplate materi¬ 
al with any subtle intricacies 
simplified for the sake of the 
neatly-capped plot. In the end, 
it’s a pretty plain spy flick.

Cristin Milioti was the first to 
tear up. “I don’t know why I’m 
ciying, I have no right to ciy,” 
she said when asked about 
the relationships she had de¬ 
veloped on How I Met Your 
Mother as the newest cast 
member. 

“These guys had been 
together for nine years, so 
it was very scaiy about how 
I would be accepted, but it 
couldn’t have been more won¬ 
derful.” 

Milioti was cast as the 
mother at the end of season 
eight. But her tenure will end 
in weeks. In its ninth and final 
season, How I Met Your Moth¬ 
er airs its grand finale March 
31. 

And there will be plenty 
more tears among cast and 
crew as the long-running 
show winds down. 

“It’s been the nicest place 
to come for nine years,” said 
Jason Segel (Marshall Eriksen), 
sitting on the set that serves as 
the living room for the apart¬ 
ment he shares with wife Lily 
(Alyson Hannigan).

“We will also fill in the 
eight years in the life of the 
mother. There are a lot of fun 
intersections in her life and 
our gang, so we’ll see more 


of her and learn more about 
her,” said Thomas. 

Neil Patrick Harris (Barney 
Stinson) says the ending is 
“More complicated than you 
would assume.” 

Meanwhile, the toughest 
battle seems to be who claims 
dibs on the props when the 
show wraps up. 

“It’s been a touchy subject. 
(Co-creator) Carter is taking 
eveiything,” said Hannigan. 
“He’s like taking an entire 
wall of the set.” 

Bays said he didn’t think 
he’d be emotional about the 


props. But with the show 
winding down, he’s been get¬ 
ting needy. 

“You say you don’t need it. 
And then you start thinking 
you do need some stuff,” said 
Bays. 

With the end in sight, the 
show has already hit some 
speed bumps, most recently 
with an episode that featured 
a homage to kung fu movies 
where Segel’s character Mar¬ 
shall travels to China to meet 
with three characters out of a 
kung fu movie played by Rad¬ 
nor, Cobie Smulders (Robin 


Scherbatsky) and Hannigan. 

The cast members’ ac¬ 
cents and makeup sparked 
a firestorm on Twitter for 
what some perceived as racist 
overtones. Bays and Thomas 
responded with an apology, 
saying: “We’re deeply sorry, 
and we’re grateful to eveiy- 
one who spoke up to make 


us aware of it. We tiy to make 
a show that’s universal, that 
anyone can watch and enjoy. 
We fell short of that this week 
and feel terrible about it. To 
eveiyone we offended, I hope 
we can regain your friendship 
and end this series on a note 
of goodwill.”

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Transgender actress hopes Brave New 
Girls will send message of acceptance

TV series explores 
lives of 'regular girls 
trying to make it’ 


After taking on tycoon Donald 
Trump and becoming an advo¬ 
cate for equal rights as the first 
transgender Miss Universe Can¬ 
ada contestant in 2012, Jenna 
Talackova was swimming in 
offers promising fame. 

“I was pitched many shows 
when I was in LA.,” the statu¬ 
esque, six-foot-one blonde said 
in a recent interview. “My 
agent kept sending me down 
there and it just didn’t align 
with my personality. 

“Dating shows and all these 
kinds of things — it wasn’t the 
message I was tiying to give 
out to the world and so I lost a 
lot of confidence.” 

The 25-year-old did like one 
show idea — one in which 
she would train to become 
a Victoria’s Secret model, a 
longtime goal of hers — but it 
didn’t work out. 

And then she met the pro¬ 
ducers of E’s new original Can¬ 
adian series Brave New Girls, 
which premieres Sunday at 10 
p.m. EST. 

Talackova said she wanted 
to star in the reality series be¬ 
cause it’s Canadian and offered 
the chance to move from Van¬ 
couver to Toronto to pursue 
her dreams of modelling and 
acting. 

“I just hope I make it more 
socially acceptable for anybody 
that’s different from society’s 
kind of person,” said Talackova, 
who decided to fully transition 
into a woman at age 14 and 


had sex reassignment surgeiy 
at age 19. 

“So I hope this show sends 
that message — to accept 
people for who they are.” 

The show also stars Talack- 
ova’s friend Dajana Radovan- 
ovic, a model who’s finishing 
her criminology degree and 
wants Talackova to focus on 
her goals. Also featured is her 


more free-wheeling cousin An¬ 
gela Peny, who wants her to 
loosen up. 

Perry wanted to be on the 
show to support what she felt 
was a positive message and “a 
way to promote understanding 
and acceptance.” 

“We’re not in medieval 
times anymore,” she said. 

Radovanovic felt it was “an 


amazing platform” for young 
women and people from all 
walks of life. 

“Just to see Jenna living a 
regular life like everybody else, 
that’s probably the main mes¬ 
sage, and just to see that we’re 
all just regular girls trying to 
make it.” 

It’s not a smooth road, 
though. In the premiere of the

half-hour, eight-episode series, 
Talackova expresses interest 
in an apartment but agents for 
the building express concern 
about her “profile.” Her history 
also scares off a guy at a bar. 

“This is just such a little 
problem with what transgen¬ 
dered women go through,” 
said Talackova, who was ori¬ 
ginally barred from compet¬ 
ing in Trump’s Miss Universe 
Canada because of her gender 
at birth. After threatening to 
take Trump to court, she was 
allowed in and placed in the 
Top 12. 

“My good friend (trans¬ 
gender actress) Laveme Cox 
was recently on the Katie 
Couric show and she was just 
brilliant. She was talking about 
all the injustice going on with 
transgendered women and all 
the hate crimes, all the mur¬ 
ders eveiy other day in Amer¬ 
ica, and that’s really what mat¬ 
ters,” added Talackova. 

“Me getting discriminated 
against when it comes to find¬ 
ing an apartment is so little 
compared to what’s really go¬ 


ing on with transgendered 
women. So I just hope that we 
can keep shedding light on 
these kind of issues.” 

Talackova admits she’s 
been uncomfortable with be¬ 
ing identified by the word 
“transgender” in the past, and 
she doesn’t want it to be her 
“hook” as she tries to make it 
in show business. 

“But through this show, it 
kind of made me comfortable 
with who I am, and if I can help 
one person, then I’m living my 
purpose,” she said. “It’s not 
that I don’t want to be associ¬ 
ated with it, it’s part of my life, 
I just think I’ve worked so hard 
to transform myself.” 

Brave New Girls will also see 
the stars travel to New York, 
Los Angeles and Las Vegas. 

Talackova said viewers will 
also get to see her dating a guy 
she’s interested in. 

She says her relationship 
status is “all over the place” 
these days as she finishes her 
holistic nutrition studies in 
Vancouver. 

She also hopes to one day 
publish a beauty guidebook 
and wants to model for Sports 
Illustrated and Victoria’s Se¬ 
cret. And she’s hopeful for a 
second season of Brave New 
Girls. 

“I’m OK with opening up 
about what I’ve been through, 
how I’ve transformed myself, 
because people usually are in¬ 
terested in my genitalia and 
whatnot, and I’m OK with 
that,” she said. 

“As long as they come to 
me in a respectful manner and 
they’re coming from a place 
with integrity, then I’m OK 
with exposing it all and telling 
them my stray.”

If you’re still missing out on 
the hit TV series Breaking 
Bad, why not pay your own 
tribute by manufacturing 
some 99 per cent pure using 
the onscreen recipes? Not so 
fast, says electrochemist Dr. 
Falk Harnisch of the Helm¬ 
holtz Centre for Environ¬ 
mental Research in Germany, 
who has examined the chem- 
istiy used by Walt, Jesse et al. 

What is the most impressive 
science on the show? 

In general, the chemistiy 
is depicted veiy well and 
close to reality in Breaking 
Bad. This is in clear contrast 
to other shows like, for 
example, CSI. My favourite, 
as an electrochemist, is the 


makeshift batteiy Walter 
builds in the desert to restart 
the engine of the RV. 

What efforts have been made 
on the show to avoid inspir¬ 


ing drug dealers? 

The best example is that the 
ciystal synthesis is shown 
veiy realistically, but import¬ 
ant details are not discussed. 
It is not entirely clear which 


sources Jesse gets certain 
ingredients for the new 
synthesis from (e.g. thorium 
oxide catalyst). Mercuiy 
aluminium amalgam can 
be used as a catalyst for the 


reduction, as discussed by 
Walter and Jesse, but only 
shows how aluminium 
granulate is added to the 
reactor. Further the synthesis 
is shown in a visually appeal¬ 


ing manner, but details like 
temperature-time regimes, 
concentrations, and stirring 
are not considered. Yet all 
these details are essential for 
a successful synthesis. 

What can the show’s impact 
be for chemistry and science? 

I strongly hope that the 
show will provide the public 
a more realistic picture on 
what chemistiy can do and 
how chemists work. Maybe 
it will also inspire young 
people in choosing chemistiy 
and other natural sciences as 
a job opportunity. 

Do you believe professional 
chemists can improve illegal 
drug markets? 

We have no practical or per¬ 
sonal experience in the drug 
business. However, from the 
health perspective it should 
be preferable to have pure 
substances. This could be 
achieved for some drugs in 
general by a legally con¬ 
trolled drug delivery, where 
quality standards also have 
to be obeyed. Yet, as far as I 
know the effects of crystal 
meth are so severe that legal¬ 
izing is certainly no option.

One script, two producers and two 
films add up to one reality TV show

The Chair. The 
production process 
of two films based on 
the same script will be 
chronicled in a new 
10 -week series 


What if Orson Welles had 
directed Gone With The 
Wind instead of Victor Flem¬ 
ing? Frankly, my dear, Holly¬ 
wood producer Chris Moore 
gives a damn. 

Moore plans to answer 
that question, sort of, through 
a Pittsburgh-based reality TV 
series called The Chair, which 
he’s producing along with 
home-grown producer Zach- 
aiy Quinto and Quinto’s part¬ 
ner, Corey Moosa. 

Moore, who produced 
American Pie and more re¬ 
cently Promised Land, a 
drama starring Matt Damon 
that looks critically at the gas 
drilling boom in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, said he got the idea when 
he took over production of 
another Damon movie, Good 
Will Hunting, released in 
1997. Mel Gibson was origin¬ 
ally set to make the picture, 
something Moore believes 
would have resulted in quite 
a different movie. 

Fascinated by that “what 
if?” scenario, Moore and 


the others are giving two 
little-known directors about 
$850,000 US each to produce a 
theatrical film from the same 
script. The production process 
of both films will be chron¬ 
icled in the 10-weelc series 
that Moore hopes will air this 
fall on a still-to-be-determined 
pay cable TV movie channel. 

The Chair is being shot 
in Pittsburgh because Moore 
and the Before the Door pro¬ 
duction company owned by 
Quinto and Moosa have de¬ 
veloped a relationship with 
the local film industry — es¬ 
pecially Steeltown Entertain¬ 
ment, which facilitates Pitts- 
burgh-area movie projects, 
and Point Park University. 
The private liberal arts school 
will place several of its stu¬ 
dents in production intern¬ 
ships with The Chair or one 
of the movies being filmed 
simultaneously as part of the 
project. 

“This project is bringing 
in, in essence, two film crews 
and one television crew,” said 
Nelson Chipman, chairman of 
Point Park’s film department. 
“So it’s like the equivalent of 
bringing in three shooting 
crews at the same time.” 

Although production be¬ 
gins this month, much of 
where and how The Chair 
ends up remains to be seen. 

The producers are still ne¬ 
gotiating a deal to have the 


show air, ideally in one-hour 
weekly episodes next fall. 

That timing is key be¬ 
cause, though the movies 
don’t have working titles, 
both will be based on the 
same coming-of-age script — 
about a group of Pittsburgh 
high school graduates, some 
of whom go off to college, 
and their first Thanksgiving 


break returning home. 

The movies are being 
directed by Shane Dawson, 
of Los Angeles, and Anna 
Martemucci, a writer and ac¬ 
tress from State College, Pa., 
whose most recent project 
was Breakup at a Wedding, an 
independent film produced 
by Quinto from a script she

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Fox doing away with pilot season, 
traditional ratings ‘meaningless’ 



Fox’s entertainment chief said 
this week he wants to blow up 
the way television has done 
business for generations, be¬ 
cause it often doesn’t work. 

Kevin Reilly has taken a step 
in that direction by doing away 
with pilot season — the fran¬ 
tic period in the spring when 
broadcast networks make test 
episodes of dozens of poten¬ 
tial new shows in order to put 
some on the fall schedule. 

“Honestly, it’s nothing 
short of a miracle that the tal¬ 
ent is able to produce anything 
of quality in that environ¬ 
ment,” Reilly said. 

Reilly said Fox has about 
10 shows in various stages of 
development already, with epi¬ 
sodes being written, and cast¬ 
ing and shooting of episodes 
ready to go. One series well in 


the works is Gotham, which 
will follow Batman as a boy 
until he first puts on a cape. 

Fox’s viewership is up four 
per cent this year but it’s down 
among youthful viewers that 
represent its target audience, 


according to the Nielsen com¬ 
pany. 

Some long-running shows 
such as Glee and The X Factor 
are sharply down in ratings. 
But the success of new shows 
Sleepy Hollow and MasterChef 


Junior has been a big help. 
Both already have been re¬ 
newed for new seasons. 

Traditional ratings are be¬ 
coming increasingly meaning¬ 
less, Reilly noted. The audi¬ 
ence for Sleepy Hollow nearly 
doubles when time-shifted 
viewing is taken into account, 
he said. Fox is also finding that 
people who stream episodes 
on sites such as Hulu are often 
more attentive viewers. 

Because of television’s 
traditional calendar, creators 
often find themselves rushing 
to get series-ready during the 
summer and sometimes aren’t 
capable of making full 22-epi¬ 
sode seasons, Reilly said. 

“We don’t want to be bound 
by a premiere date and wind 
up having to change a wheel 
at 60 mph.” the associated press
